HARBISBURS, October 26.—Governor 


Pennypacker has settled the contest 
for the jndgeship in the Twentieth 
Judicial district by appointing ex-Sen- 
ator Joseph M. Woods, of Miffiin 
county, to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Judge Bailey. The ap- 
pointment came as a surprise, as it was 
supposed that either ex-Judge Jacob 
H. Longenecker, of Bedford, or W. W. 
Woods, of Huntingdon, would secure 
the prize. A quiet movement for ex 
Senator Woods developed in the past 
week and he was indorsed by the Mif- 
flin County Bar; A. A. Stevenson, 
superintendent of the Standard Steel 
Works; John H. Converse, Morris Dal- 
ett, John W. Woodside, Bayard Henry 
and Mayor Weaver, of Philadelphia; 
James McCrea, of Philadelphia; Gen. 
John P. Taylor, Gen. Charles Miller, of 
Franklin, and Representative J. Lee 
Plummer, of Blair. 
The new judge 


will serve until the first Monday in 
January, 1905. 


Hon, Joseph M. Woods, the newly 


appointed president judge of the Twen- 
tieth Judicial district, comprising Mif- 
fiin, Huntingdon and Bedford counties, 
was born in Lewistown in 1854, being 
a grandson of James S. Woods, who 
married the youngest daughter of John 
Witherspoon, one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence and a 
pastor in the Presbyterian church for 
more than 40 years 
The new judge is 


a nephew of the late Hon. 8 S, Woods, 


who wss judge in the district comprie 
ing Mifflin, Snyder and Union conntie 
for ten years. His father, D. Walker 
Woods, is one of the oldest lav 
yers in the state, having been in COB 
tinuoiis practice since 1844. and Is now 
81 years of age. 


Joseph M. Woods prepared for col 


lege at the Bellefonte academy and en 
tered Princeton in 1873, graduating in 
the claes of 1ST6 During his college 
career he was active in athletic sportt 
and was captain of the university base- 
ball team. He organized the old Inde- 
pendent baseball club, of Lewistown, 
of which he became pitcher, in 1877. 


He to"k up the study of law under 


his father in Lewistown and was ad 
mitted to the bar in 1878. 
He was 


elected district attorney in 1880, serf 
ing three years, and was then elected 
to the state senate from the district 
comprising Miffl'.n, Perry and Jnniata 
counties in 1898 and was re-elected to 
the same office in 1893. 


He has been an active worker in the 


Kepublican party for many years and 
formerly was the anti-Qaay leader In 
Mifflin county.

This parable was intended to iPus 


trate a truth with reference to the We 
purposs which Jesus was continually 
rec mmeitdirg to men 
We should 


use different language for the same 
ihoutfht, but the way Hetxpres^ed n 
«,as that He wafi wojkiog to establish 
the kingdom rf God on earth 
That is 


a metaphor borrowed from monarchi 
cal institutions 
Our demoeratie.il in 


siitutions have changed our vocabu 
lary so that we would say, not the 
kingdom of God but the brotherhood 
of man 
Sometimes we mix the figure 


and, borrowing pirt from monarchy 
and part from demceracy, we say the 
r ign i.i brotherhood But whatever the 
phrase, the thought is the same th>t 
the chief aim in life should be to make 
progress in intelligent and rigliteoas 
and beautiful living, so that the only 
rei?n upon the earth shall be the reign 
of divine justice and the only faoci ty a 
atciety of brothers 


Jesus told this parable to illustrate 


the truth that when men s hearts are 
truly enlisted in a great cause they do 
not think what they are to getout of it, 
nor do they measure grudfriog'y the 
amount of effort they give to it 
see, day by day, month by month, 


To 
the 


progress of their cause, that is their 
pay 
Their chief regret is not what 


they give, but that they cannot give 
for the furtherance of their truth 
They measure their fortune by what 
they are able to do for the cause they 
love and they do not work as hired 
servantsjialousof each farthing's pay 


If the owner had had a finer sense of 


justice, he would have increased wages 
all around, giving to each an amount 
proportionate to the time he had put 
in 
But the point of the parable does 


not hinge upon the conduct of the 
owner but upon the workmen, who, 
after having received all that had been 
agreed upon, complained because their 
fellows received more 


We are not to infer from this that 


workingmen ought not to have an eye 
to their wages 
This parabl» wou d 


be worse than useless if it hf Id up to 
the workingman the ideal of a work 
man who should weakly and supinely 
throw himself upon the benevolence 
of his employer 
The workingman 


should demand his rights and lacking 
these, he should resent benevolence as 
an insult 


The pith of the parable is this, that 


when we leave the bread and butter 
plane and engage in the struggle for 
human rights, it is unseemly, inderd 
to be swayed by the hope of personal 
advantage 


We can fancy a time when economic 


condit ons may be so free tbat even r n 
the industrial plane, the thought, of 
wages will be a minor considetatior 
when competition will give way to ar 
altruistic riva ry, when each wi 1 be 
so sure of getting enough that no u 
will lust for more, when all will hav 
the pnde of the artist in the work oi 
their hands 
That will be labor s mil 


lennium 


But the purpose Jesus had in thr 


parab e va to create a disgust in the 
minds of His hearers for those me 
who volunteer in the great war of 
truth aga nst error and who stop in 
the heat of the battle to wrangle over 
a division of the prospective spoils

Manner of Votinc". 


Besides the election officers and super- 


visors atithoi izt '1 hy the laws of

United States, or overseers appointed by 
the courts of this commonwealth not 
more than FOUR voters in excess of the 
number of voting1 shelves or compart- 
ments shall be allowed inside of the en- 
closed s^ace at one time and not more 
than TEN outside that space. 


Specimen ballots and cards of Instruc- 


tion must be furnished by tha election 
officers upon request. 


The person desiring to vote will 
a— Enter the room and remain outside 


the chain or guard rail. The voter shall 
give his name and residence to the elec- 
tion officers in charge of the ballots.

"It 
results." continnns the document, "in 
the accnmuiation of a large and un- 
necessary surplus in the state treasury 
for distribution among political or fa- 
vored banks, and presents a constant 
temptation to extravagant appropria- 
tions and expenditures." 


Among the items thus employed for 


political uses are the license fees. Dur- 
ing the last fiscal year the mercantile, 
eating-house, billiard and other license 
taxes, including the licenses for the 
sale of liquors, amounted to $2,729,- 
055.53. This vast sum was taken from 
the county treasuries and placed in 
the treasury of the state, a percentage 
being retained by the county treasu- 
rer as a fee for the services. 
After It 


has served the purpose of helping to 
swell and maintain the enormous sur- 
plus kept on hand for the benefit of 
favored bankers as a "time deposit" 
for a period, a portion of this surplus

Bucks county paid $13,716.97, 


Delaware 520,466.34 and Montgomery 
$30,712.69. No county in this eastern 
group would have a foot of unmacad- 
amized road at the end o[ five years 
If that amount were used Tor the pur- 
pose in addition to the local tund col- 
lected for road purposes. In th« cen- 
tral section of the state, Dauphin coun- 
ty paid $2'.472.15. Lancaster $36.,810.53 
and Lebanon $18,243.13. 
And so on 


through tha entire list. E»ch county 
could have had splendid highways 
without saddling an expense of $6,600,- 


000, 
as It Is proposed to do under the 


operations of the road law passed by 
the last legislature. 


No Complaint Against Proper Use. 
H the money thus collected, had been 


needed for the economical administra- 
tion of the government T>y the state 
nobody would have complained. Penn- 
sylvanians are not niggardly in public 
matters. All they ask Is that the bur- 
dens of government are letvied equally, 
that expenditures are economical, and 
that the funds are disbursed honestly. 
But, as a matter of fact, the collection 
of the needless funds has led to ex- 
travagance in administration, as shown 
by the fact that the expenses of the 
Btate government have nearly trebled 
within a dozen years, and that the pub- 
lic service has not Improved at all. 
Outside of the appropriations 
for 


schools there has been a uniform In- 
crease in expenditures equal to naarly 
a hundred per cent., and such an. In- 
crease can't be honest or just. 


Moreover, the extravagance Is not 


fairly distributed. A few days ago one 
of the most distinguished Jurists of. the 
state protested against tlie inhuman 
treatment of patients In the Insane 
hospital at Harrisburg. From his own 
observation he declared there are as 
high as twenty of these helpless wards 
of the commonwealth huddled together 
in one room in that institution. 
In 


answer to that shameful accusation, 
the superintendent of the Institution, 
an eminent physician and alienist, ad- 
mitted the facts, but said It was the 
fault of the legislature which had pass- 
ed laws compelling the institution to 
accept patients and neglected to pro- 
Tide accommodations for them. That 
is only partially true. That is, the law« 
have been passed and the accommoda- 
tions have not been provided. But it 
la not the fault of the legislature. It 
is because of the cruelty and rapacdty 
of the political machine. 


Fault of the Machine. 


The superintendent of the Harris- 


burg Insane Hospital asked the last 
legislature for sufficient funds to pro- 
vide the necessary accommodations, 
for the patients in that institution in 
proper manner. 
The state board of 


charities supported that request, and 
a committee appointed to make in-' 
quiry concerning it declared It essen-' 
tlal to mast the want of a clvlllied In- 
stitution 
But the political machine' 


wanted the funds 101 other uses and 
refused 
to allow the l«(Wlature to" 


make the appropriation.. The leaders, 
of the dominant political party prs-- 
ferred to have a vast surplus la the 
treasury for distribution among fa- 
vored banks to be used as a stimulant' 
to political activity In th* campaign..
